finding of bolls over two weeks 
old on the F . J . Boone farm in 
Reliance comm unity, 
IO 
miles 
northeast of Bryan, farm ed by W. 
L. Utsey. 
A plant was pulled up 
and brought in to Bryan th at con­ 
tained four bolls that had reached 
such a stage of development that 
they must have been at least two 
weeks old. 
There were about 15 
! 
or 20 squares on the stalk. 
Mr. 
Boone, who is mail carrier out of 
Bryan for his 
home 
comm unity, 
Route ti, stated that this was just 
a stalk pulled at random, but se­ 
lected for the bolls, and that his 
field was of just as good cotton in 
all parts and th at, with the excep­ 
tion of two light showers, no rain 
has fallen on the crop since it was 
planted. 
Mr. Boone attributes this 
to the fact that it is being grown 
on sandy 
land and receives its 
moisture from the sub-soil, in ad­ 
dition to holding all the moisture 
that falls. 
He expects, despite the 
I drouth, that this field will make 
much better than the average cot­ 
ton and if rains fall should yield 
t an abundant harvest.
